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Recreationally 
Speaking, City 
Seeing Change

One of the ideas of America's Bicentennial is that citizens 


can celebrate it in their own backyards. 


That should be all right with Lincolnites because more are 


staying at home for recreation anyway. 


The United States celebrates its 200th birthday in mid- 


1976, and if Congress approves mandatory gasoline rationing, 
if the price per gallon keeps on climbing, even more 
Americans will be forced to leave the gas guzzlers in the gar- 
age, forego extended vacation trips and spend their leisure 
time close to home 


With the energy crunch being felt acutely last summer, 


Lincoln Parks and Recreation Director Don Smith said, "we 
saw more people staying at home." 


Flocks Went Swimming 


People flocked to local swimming pools and enrolled in 


city-sponsored recreation courses in record numbers. 


If more people do the same this year, Smith said the city 


just won't be able to handle the load. 


"We can't handle the demand now," he said, citing a need 


for more gym floors and recreation centers. 


And 10 to 20 years down the road, recreation officials, 


educators and planners foresee changes in lifestyles which 
could substantially alter the American concept of leisure time. 
Among these projected changes are shorter or "flexible" work 
weeks, reassessment of career and retirement alternatives, 
and the increased popularity of leisure-time pursuits. 


"Future (personal) problems could be related to factors 


involved in vastly increasing choices of occupation, lifestyle 
and world residence." explained George Scofield, psychiatric 
social worker for the Lincoln-Lancaster Mental Health Center. 


"People are going to have to learn how to live in a less 


structured and rigid world," he said. 


YWCA, Officials Responding 


Already responding to the demand for less-structured ac- 


tivities are Lincoln parks and recreation officials and the 
YWCA. 


Both agencies provide various classes on crafts, 


lecreaUonal and physical education. 


YWCA Director Dorothy Smith said, "We can see more 


and more of a demand for changes—for activities people can 
do on their own 


"People like to come in without structure," she said "I 


think it is a trend that will continue." 


Demand for unstructured classes will force the city to re- 


evaluate the type of programs it offers, Don Smith said. 


High gasoline prices, or rationing if it comes, could result 


in more weekend programming, programs that run around the 
clock and more programs brought to the people. 


Smith predicts the demand for more craft classes, recrea- 


tion centers and gym floors is going to skyrocket-for women 
as well as men-since television coverage of tennis, golf, 
basketball and swimming have increased those sports' pop- 
ularity 


•TVs done it," he said. "It's sort of like, 'You see it, you 


want to do i t ' " 


In addition to increased coverage of sports events, people 


will be increasingly encouraged by their employers to be 
physically fit. 


"Large businesses may feel that if they train a person for a 


position, the person should stay alive and healthy," said one 
YMCA spokesman, who noted that several firms provide Y 
group memberships for their workers 


Norden Laboratories is one such business which sees 


YMCA membership and organized sports as benefiting its en- 
tire staff 
-We want them (the employes) to get into the physical 


fitness habit," said Norden personnel manager Jerry Judt 


Togetherness 


"The finest times we have are when we're together" in 


sports. Judt said. 


"Everybody is equal in the batter's box. And it creates 


good relations to see someone on the administrative staff get 
as mad as you do when you miss a golf shot," he said. 


Dorsey Laboratories also has taken advantage of its vast 


grounds to provide employes with extensive recreational 
facilities. 


Dorsey provides baseball diamonds, tennis courts, 


pmgpong and pool tables and exercise equipment for its 
workers. 


Business recreational facilities are the first major step in 


meeting the increasing demand for more recreational 
programs and facilities, Smith said. 


For he admitted there is no way that the city will ever 


budget the amount of money needed to build all the facilities 
required to meet the onslaught of would-be sports enthusiasts. 
But he said there may be one solution. 


"Commercial and big business recreation might be the 


answer to filling the void which the city is not able to meet," 
he said. 


Under such a plan, tried in other cities, a private 


developer would lease land from the city to build a golf course, 
tennis center or other facilities. 


The city then would contract with the developer to run the 


center. Eventually the center would be turned back to the city. 
And in the meantime — the public would have new recreation 
facilities available — for a fee. 


One such venture mentioned as a possibility in Lincoln is 


the construction of a tennis complex at Woods Park. 


Leisure Spending To Increase 


And people will be spending more money on leisure time 


activities, according to recent reports. In the next 20 years 
Americans will spend $400 billion annually on leisure-time pur- 
suits, compared to $80 billion in 1974. 


"I tlunk we're coming to the realization that the kinds of 


programs that are needed and asked for are only in concert 
with the things that are happening," said Dr. James Light- 
body, Lincoln campus director of the Southeast Technical 
Community College. 


Since spare time probably will increase, "people will need 


to fill their extra time with creativity and constructiveness," 
Lightbody said. "And some agency needs to help a person 
identify and develop his individual talent." 


Several large businesses in Lincoln have already taken the 


initiative in this area. But Lightbody contended that more and 
more colleges and universities will have to work "collectively 
and responsively" to fill the needs of the public.

Rockefeller Bars No Holds 


NEW YORK (AP) - Vice President Nelson 


A. Rockefeller said Sunday the investigation of 
domestic spying by the CIA is going to be pur- 
sued "wherever the facts lead us." 


"We'll go as far as any action leads us, to a 


Republican president, to a Democratic presi- 
dent or anybody else," he told reporters as he 
left a CBS studio where he appeared on his 
first network television interview show since 
becoming vice president. 


"We are there to get the facts, to get them 


out, to get them to the public and (to get) the 
reasons for whatever happened and then to 
make recommendations," he added. 


"And we'll put the whole report out. We'll 


make a report to the Prssident and we'll 
release it to the public." 


Rockefeller was friendly and jovial with 


reporters who buttonholed him in the studio 
lobby. 


But on the show "Face the Nation" he 


became angered when a reporter asked if he 
would "finger" anyone since "you had some 
sort of a connection with the CIA yourself and 
so did Secretary of State Kissinger you gave a 
$50,000 gift to." 


Henry Kissinger, as head of the National 


Security Council, has close dealings with the 
CIA and Rockefeller was a member of the 
Foreign Intelligance Advisory Board which 
oversees it. Kissinger was a Rockefeller aide 
in the 1960s. 


The vice president, visibly angry, snapped: 
"In your question, you question my integri- 


ty, if you'll excuse me for saying so I took an 
oath of office. When I take an oath, I carry out 
that oath. 


"There is no conflict as far as I am con- 


cerned. Wherever the facts lead us we will go 
and you can be assured of that." 


Rockefeller said he thought Congress can 


conduct its own investigation without leaking 
secrets, although he said that was difficult 
with so large a body. He noted he had just 
been the subject of an investigation himself 
after his nomination to be vice president, and 
said that there had been a lot of leaks. 


However, he said Sen. Mike Mansfield, D- 


Mont., and Sen. John 0. Pastore, D-R.I., had 
both said that a committee of 11 could conduct 
a secret investigation. 


"I think they can if they are determined to 


do it," Rockefeller said. "They had all the 
secrets of making the atom bomb and never 
leaked a thing." 


When a reporter said that his praise and un- 


questioning public support of Ford's policies 
showed "You are falling into the syndrome of 
"me-too'," Rockefeller again bristled. 


His views, he said, "happen to coincide" 


with Ford's, and denied that he was con- 
cealing them. 


Rockefeller reiterated his all-out support for 


Ford's energy program. 


He told reporters in the lobby Ford had 


shown "tremendous courage." 


Rockefeller refused to say if he would seek 


the presidency if Ford doesn't run, or whether 
he would run for vice president with Ford. 


He said the American people want the presi- 


dent and vice president to be "totally focused 
on the problems of today" and not on 1976 
politics. He said running for president was 
"just not on my mind." 


As for running for vice president with Ford, 


Rockefeller said: "If I said yes, then it might 
be taken that I was putting pressure on him to 
ask me 


"If he asks me, than I will give it con- 


sideration." 


Urbom Still Following F/Ve-Yeor-OW Position

"To silence one on the grounds that 


what he has to say is political in nature, 
whether in the courtroom or out, is an 
irritant to our deeper sense of justice." 


That was what Warren K. Urbom said 


less than a year after he became a federal 
judge almost five years ago. 


The fact that the courts "are and will 


be used in the future as forums for the 
propogating of political dissent call upon 
the legal system to search out ways of 
guaranteeing to all litigants every ele- 
ment of fairness and yet to retain for the 
courts the right to exist," Urbom told a 
convocation of ministers and attorneys. 


"I think the deepest impulses of the 


American people demand that all persons 
shall be heard respectfully, openly, even- 
handedly and with dignity," Urbom said. 


Political Issue 


Less than six weeks ago Urbom was 


confronted with a situation in which the 
prusecutor contended that the matter 
before the court was a political issue 


The issue was a claim by Wounded 


Knee defendants that the Fort Laramie 
Treaty of 1868 delineated a sovereign 
Sioux Nation, and that they should not be 
tried by the U.S. for alleged crimes on the 
soil of another nation. 


Urbom responded to the situation by 


deciding before the hearing began that "I 
could see no harm in hearing everything 
anyone had to say." 


Urbom eventually ruled against the In- 


dians, but despite the potential for anger 
and in-court trouble, the hearing ebbed 
and flowed with respect, which observers 
attributed to the nearly reverent attitude 
Urbom showed for Sioux traditions, their 
philosophies, their way of life. 


Pipe Allowed 


Instead of making an issue out of 


swearing on the Bible (a tradition in 
courts), Urbom allowed the Indians to 
swear on their sacred peace pipe. 


He allowed the widest latitude in 


testimony and repetitive presenations by 
the long list of Indian elders and leaders 
and treaty experts. 


"One of the primary complaints of the 


Indian community had been that it has 
not been provided a forum from which to 
be heard," Urbom said during an inter- 
view in his chambers. 


"Without determining whether that 


was true or not, it seemed to me I should 
make sure that this time they would be 
heard. 


"When a jury is hearing the evidence, a 


judge has to be careful what the jury 


hears. With a judge hearing the evidence, 
he can sift out afterward what evidence 
should be relied upon. 


"The only thing being lost was time, 


and I was willing to sacrifice time for 
what I thought was the greater value of 
giving a group of people an opportunity to 
be heard." 


Year's Involvement 


The treaty hearing marked the 


culmination of slightly less than a year in 
which Urbom was involved in Wounded 
Knee cases. 


In the first Wounded Knee case he 


heard in Sioux Falls some of the people in 
the courtroom failed to rise when Urbom 
entered. 


Most would have considered that act an 


insult, an affront. 


Urbom did not react 


A day or two later a young woman, in- 


troduced by a defense attorney, told Ur- 
bom that the people were not rising 
because they did not believe they should 
be required to show respect for the 
prosecution. 


"I don't know why the custom (of stan- 


ding) has grown up," Urbom said. "When 
we don't have an explanation ... I sup- 
pose we have to leave it to the person 
doing it to interpret it. 


"Requiring someone to do an am- 


biguous act doesn't accomplish anything. 


Not By Force 


"If the goal of a symbolic act is to 


foster respect for the judicial system, I 
think that it has not been accomplished 
by forcing someone to do the act. 


"If I order a marshal to prop someone 


up I now have a standing person, but not 
someone with respect for the judicial 
system." Urbom said. 


When Urbom was sworn in as a federal 


judge in 1970 he said he was looking 
forward to the adventure of the federal 
judiciary and that the "possibility of 
being pivotal in assessing" provocative 
ideas about freedom, order, rights and 
duties was "exciting and awesome." 


"It's all those things," he observed five 


years and hundreds of rulings later. 


Today he also adds, "It's a job where a 


person is pulled at from several direc- 
tions. That tug of war is always there. 
Each of the positions being urged has 
some elements of strength or lightness 
about it."

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BN Readies For Strike 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) - The 


Burlington Northern Railroad was 
preparing for a wildcat strike by 
members of several rail unions early 
Monday. 


Spokesmen for the railroad, which 


serves the West, Midwest and parts of 
Canada, said Sunday night that they 
expected a strike after midnight CST 
but they would not say which unions 
were involved. 


Havelock BN 


Major rail unions are currently 


negotiating contracts with the nation's 
railroads in Washington, but no union 
spokesmen could immediately be 
reached for comment. 


A spokesman at the railroad's 


headquarters in St. Paul said they first 
heard of a planned strike from 
workers calling to question 
telephoned instructions for a walkout. 


Peter Bnggs, a Burlington 


spokesman in Chicago, later said the 
firm had "received word there may be 


some wildcat strike or labor disrup- 
tion ..." 


Louis W. Menk, Burlington 


Northern's chairman and chief 
executive officer, said the dispute ap- 
parently was over national issues and 
railway officials had received reports 
that the same thing may happen to 
other railroads. 


"We're preparing to enjoin them 


legally." Menk said before the 
expected walkout. "This is an illegal 
strike and we will get a judge's order 
to stop it."

of five Americans between the 
ages of 18 and 21 stayed away 
from the polls in the 1974 mid- 
term elections, the Census 
Bureau reported Sunday 


Among all categories of voters 


nationwide, only those ap- 
proaching retirement 
age 


bucked the pattern of massive 
apathy toward last fall's 
balloting, according to bureau 
statistics 


Besides young people, 


minorities and women showed 
the least interest in tne con- 
gressional elections and the 
selection of governors and local 
officials 


Overall, only 45 per cent of a 


record 141 million eligible voters 
reported going to the polls last 
Nov 5. Many of the estimated 76 
million who stayed home said 
they were either uninterested or 
disliked politics in the post- 
Watergate era 


The preliminary 
Census 


Bureau report was based upon 
interviews of more than 100,000 
eligible voters questioned two 
weeks after the election 


Comparisons are difficult, but 


the report showed that not since 
1958 had such a high proportion 
of those eligible chosen not to 
vote In that recession year, only 
43 per cent of those eligible 
turned out

Suter said in a 
telephone interview that the in- 
creased mobility of young peo- 
ple, plus Watergate, contributed 
to the absence of interest in 
politics

Suter. is a finding that 64 per 
cent of those 18 to 21 and 53 per 
cent of those 21 to 24 years old 
never even bothered to register

Bureau said 58 per cent of the 
age group 55 to 64 voted last 
Nov 5 


Racially. 46 per cent of whites 


in the sample voted compared 
with 34 per cent of eligible 
blacks and 22 per cent of those of 
Spanish origin. By sex. fewer 
than nne in two women went to 
the polls 


Regionally, the turnout was 


worse in the South and highest in 
the North and West

House,' Baker said Baker is a

Baker, questioned on ABC's 


'Issues and Answers," said that 
if Nixon has information about 
the intelligence operations of the 
United States government. "I 
hope hell come forth volun- 
tarih 


He stressed that he would be 


hesitant and reluctant to sub- 
poena "Nixon, who has fallen so 
far" 


As questioners persisted, he 


finally said, "Yes The subpoena 
power could be used as an 
adjunct even with former Presi- 
dent Nixon " 


One of the questions the com- 


mittee will try to answer Baker 
said, is whether the CIA 
operated without Nixon's 
knowledge m some fields 


"We will not only inquire of 


the only living ex-president 
whether he had control of it. but 
will search the files of the John- 
son library." he said 


"I very much fear that no one 


was at the rudder of the ship," 
he added

Divine Guidance 
For Justice Asked 


Washington (AP)-Presi- 


dent Ford joined Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger at the annual 
Roman Catholic "Red Mass" in- 
voking divine guidance Sunday 
in the administration of justice. 


Accompanied by their wives, 


the President and Chief Justice 
heard Bishop James Rausch of 
Washington, executive secretary 
of the American Congress of 
Bishops, preach that abortion 
"directly attacks" the human 
right to survive. 


Later in the service, 


Archbishop William W. Baum 
offered a prayer for the protec- 
tion of "unborn children." 


Bishop Rausch said the right 


to survive also was threatened 


by violence in the United States, 
torture abroad and "a con- 
tinuing arms race " 


The bishop called for a re- 


examination of all facets of the 
'administration of justice and 
declared, "There must be in 
each of us something of the 
reformer." 


Judges, lawyers, federal of- 


ficials and diplomats attended 
the service at St. Matthew's 
Cathedral not far from the White 
House. 


As Ford left the cathedral, five 


or six demonstrators holding up 
a sign that read, "120,000 
Women in Saigon Jails,' 
chanted for implementation of 
the Paris agreement signed two 
years ago Monday, Jan. 27.

Armed Indians Arrested At Abbey Checkpoint

GRESHAM, Wis. (AP) -State patrolmen 


and National Guardsmen forced seven Indians 
from their car at gunpoint Sunday at a 
checkpoint near a northwoods religious estate 
held by armed Menominee Indians since Jan. 
1. 


The seven, three women and four men, 


were arrested for disorderly conduct, County 
Dist. Atty. Richard Stadelman said, adding 
that several knives and at least one handgun 
were confiscated. 


Stadelman refused to comment on where 


the Indians were going when they were 
arrested. 


Patrolmen and National Guardsmen 


wrestled some of the car's occupants to the 
ground and handcuffed them, but Stadelman 
said no one was injured in the scuffle. The 
scuffle apparently started when the Indians 
refused to identify themselves and submit to 
search. 


The checkpoint is one of many controlling 


movement on rural roads in the area of the un- 
used 225-acre estate taken over by members of 
the Menominee Warrior Society. The 
demonstrators have said they want the site 
used as a health center or school for Indians. 


A National Guard spokesman said Col. Hugh 


Simonson. commander of Guardsmen at the 
site, remained optimistic Sunday that a settle- 
ment can be reached between the Indians and 


the Alexian Brothers, the Chicago-based 
Catholic order that owns the estate and used it 
until 1968 as a novitiate. 


Simonson had met Saturday with about 300 


white residents of the area who demanded 
that the Indians be evicted from the estate by 
noon Tuesday. He had said he hoped agree- 
ment would be reached by Tuesday but added 
he was not accepting any deadline. 


However, Larry Gehr, a spokesman for the 


area group, said his organization met Sunday 
with Menominee elders and agreed not to in- 
sist on the deadline. A deadline puts 
negotiators "under too much pressure," Gehr 
said, adding that the meeting with the Indians 


disclosed "problems we weren't aware of." 


Les Anderson, another spokesman, said the 


talks with the elders led to a "better un- 
derstanding between Menominee people and 
white people." 


The group also asked that utility services 


and food supplies to the demonstrators be cut 
off. that negotiations with the Warrior Society 
and the American Indian Movement cease and 
that those occupying the estate be turned over 
to Shawano County authorities for prosecu- 
tion. 


The Guard spokesman said the negotiations 


were expected to resume Monday between the 
various parties in the dispute. 


Lincoln Fellowship of

The Lancaster County Democratic 


Party's executive committee took a respon- 
sible position last Friday regarding the 
possible vacancy on the county board of 
commissioners. 


It is hoped that the county officials 


who might have to fill that vacancy look to 
the Democratic committee for direction 
and that Lancaster County Republicans, 
who have formed a posse to chase County 
Treasurer Frank Golden, do likewise. 


The county Democrats meeting was 


called with regard to the possibility that 
County Commissioner Bob Colin, a 
Republican, may have to vacate his office 
because his performance bond was not 
filed by the date required by statute. If his 
post is declared vacant, an appointment 
committee consisting of County Attorney 
Ron Lahners, County Treasurer Golden 
and County Clerk Carl Hartman will fill the 
vacancy. Lahners, a Republican, has said 
he will vote to reseat Colin. Hartman and 
Golden, both Democrats, have not com- 
mitted themselves outright on the reap- 
pointment issue, but have spoken against 
Colin on several occasions, including the 
Democratic executive committee meeting 
last Friday night. 


The county Democrats, with the en- 


couragement of Democratic County Com- 
•missioner Bruce Hamilton and Democratic 
Clerk of the District Court Kandra Hahn, 
took the position, contrary to Hartman's 
and Golden's apparent stand on the issue, 
that the wishes of the voters should come 


first — meaning that Republican Colin, 
who easily defeated Democrat Ralph 
Harlan for a second term last November, 
should be reappointed. The executive com- 
mittee also stated its belief that "those 
responsible for filling that office will act 
justly." Although it doesn't look too 
promising, we hope that is the case. 


If Hartman and Golden don't respect 


the wishes of the voters in the Colin case, 
they really don't deserve the trust the 
voters expressed in them. Despite the 
animus they may feel toward Colin per- 
sonally, their duty is clear: Colin should be 
reappointed if his post is declared vacant. 


The Lancaster County GOP likewise 


should follow the lead of the county 
Democrats. A committee formed to look 
into Golden's performance in office should 
drop the idea of asking for a recall election. 
Despite alleged inefficiencies in the con- 
duct of his office and the filing of criminal 
charges against one of his former 
employes, Golden was the choice of the 
voters last November for another four-year 
term and barring criminal conduct or gross 
malfeasance on his part, he should remain 
there. Golden has promised to institute 
reforms in his office and he should be given 
the chance to carry them out. 


It is ironic in the extreme that Golden, 


who has much to thank fortune for in being 
re-elected and who many have to face an, 
unjust attempt to throw him out of office, 
now may be of a mind to turn on Colin and 
deny him his rightful post. 


High Stakes Game 


The move by Democrats to give the 


majority party in Congress some time to 
come up with a coherent energy policy was 
expected and it began last week when the 
House Ways and Means Committee ap- 
proved legislation which would prohibit 
presidential action affecting oil imports for 
a period of 90 days. 


After scrapping mutual pledges to 


cooperate on the energy issue, Congress 
has now moved to nullify President Ford's 
tax on oil imports, thus giving it 
maneuvering room. A series of strategic 
volleys and returns are expected, with 
some sort of compromise the eventual out- 
come. 


But all of this maneuvering for a 


national energy policy, for which the Presi- 
dent and the Congress both want to take 
the major credit for authoring, takes time. 
A lot of time in a time of crisis. 


It isn't enough for the majority party 


to resist the tariff on oil imports or 
suggestions for restrictive quotas on im- 
ports or higher federal taxes on oil or 
rationing or any other form of petroleum 
allocation. Soon, very soon if the 
Democrats are considering the national in- 
terest, the Congress will have to return the 
President's serve with a program of its 
own.

After two weeks of gearing up, the 


Legislature is ready to start humming this week. 


A full schedule of committee hearings is 


already underway. And that means bills will 
begin sifting onto the floor for debate.

of morning sessions and afternoon committee 
meetings. 


It should be a much smoother session this 


time. 


Lt. Gov. Gerald Whelan is in firm command 


of the floor processes, and Speaker Jules Bur- 
bach is prepared to exercise the kind of 
leadership which past speakers have (generally) 
failed to provide. 


Burbach has some plans for changes in 


mind. But he doesn't want to talk about them 
until he has conferred with each and every 
senator on an individual basis. They should 
streamline the Legislature's operation. 


Some senators privately suggest that the 


outlook for a smoother session would not be 
present if the free-wheeling Terry Carpenter 
was on hand. That's a bum rap. 


Carpenter did lead the way in altering the 


order of business, in suspending or stretching 
the rules, in making sure the legislative process 
was not too orderly. 


But some senators conveniently forget that 


Carpenter bad one vote, just like the rest of 
them. There were 48 other votes which could 
have stopped him any time, usually in a com- 
bination amounting to no more than 25 
senators. 


Carpenter could do only what the 


Legislature would let him do. If some senators 
now believe he operated with too little restraint 
or that he dominated them too much, they 
should look inward. They always had the votes 
to stop him.

America's economic woes, let's not leave out 
easy credit and high interest rates. 


It might make a lot of social sense to try to 


turn the loan business upside down. 


Now, the guy who can lease afford a loan 


must pay the highest interest. The guy who can 
most easily afford a loan pays the lowest in- 
terest rate. 


So, the guy who can least afford it is the guy 


who gets stuck with cruelly high interest 
charges. He borrows some money to try to get 
out of a hole or to purchase something he 
probably cannot afford, and ends up worse off 
financially then he was before he visited the 
friendly neighborhood lender.

and deeper into financial troubles, perhaps en- 
ding up on the public welfare rolls, or he may 
split, leaving behind a family which needs 
public assistance. He may take bankruptcy or 
default on a loan, leaving behind losses which 
the rest of us help make up through our interest 
payments or in the form of other extra costs. 


Personal financial trouble is a major con- 


tributor to divorce and child abuse and other 
social problems whose costs are both financial 
and structural. 


Guys who can't afford loans are getting 


them — at interest rates they cannot afford to 
pay. 


And that easy credit (also extended by 


merchants through revolving accounts and 
other transactions) leads to higher social costs 
for all of us. 


I think the "lenders" must bear some of the 


burden for the nation's economic troubles, con- 
tributing to the cost of government services and 
siphoning off money which could have been put 
to better economic use. 


Turn it upside down? 


People who loan money will laugh at this 


suggestion — it makes no economic sense to 
them — but it would make a lot of social sense 
for the rest of us. 


Let the guy who can afford to pay higher in- 


terest start paying it, while the guy who can 
least afford to pay interest costs pays a lower 
rate. But nobody should pay the exorbitant, 
extravagant rates now permissible — up to 30% 
on a small loan. 


Giving a guy in financial trouble money at 


that rate of interest is like throwing him a 
lifejacket made of lead. Raise the interest rate 
slightly for those who can afford it so it can be 
lowered for those who cannot. 


But then, one might argue, the most finan- 


cially stable citizens will be subsidizing the least 
stable. Well, that is already true, I would 
suggest, not only through the prices paid for 
merchandise and for interest payments of their 
own, but in the vast costs of public assistance 
programs and other social expenses. 


If the interest rate system were turned up- 


side down, presumably lenders would be less 
tempted to make a loan to someone who really 
could not afford to take it. A small interest pay- 
ment on such a loan would not make it such a 
tempting piece of business as a 30% charge 
does. 


Okay, lenders, you are all shaking your 


heads, laughing at such a ridiculous suggestion 
and marveling at my ignorance. 


A carefuily reasoned and concise response, 


telling your side of the story, would (I think) be 
welcome on this page in toe future - either in 
this column or elsewhere. 


How about it? 


WASHINGTON - Those 


snickers coming from the Pen- 
tagon are in anticipation of the 
big flap over the Central 
Intelligence Agency. Nothing 
could please certain of the 
power barons in the Department 
of Defense more than to have 
the CIA clipped and its functions 
drastically curtailed. 


This is far from being one of 


those bureaucratic struggles that 
perenially wrack the govern- 
ment. CIA estimates of the 
military threat posed by the 
Soviet Union have in con- 
spicuous instances been lower 
than the estimates out of the 
Pentagon. 


Major General Daniel 0. 


Graham, director of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency, has in the 
recent past openly expressed the 
view that the military and the 
military alone should define the 
threat to America's 
security. 


This would mean, of course, far- 
out views to justify all the far- 
out weapons the three services 
want. 


In an article Graham wrote for 


an army magazine in April, 1973, 
he said: 


"To sum up I think that the 


time is ripe for the military to 
reassert its traditional role in the 
function of describing military 
threats to national security." 


In other words, this is our 


bailiwick and CIA keep out. He 
warned in the same article of the 


"danger of the military profes- 
sion as a whole losing its func- 
tion of defining the military 
threat for the national 
leadership."

During the debate over the 


limitation on Anti-Ballistic 
Missiles in the SALT I agree-

Press and Politicians 


BOSTON - In the wake of 


Watergate, the American press 
has acquired the image of a tiger 
— a remorseless antagonist of 
official deceit, probing for the 
truth. In this vision, journalists 
are no longer co-opted by of- 
ficials or overcome by awe of 
them; if anything, the poor of- 
ficials are intimidated by the 
powerful press. 


There is some danger that the 


press itself may be starting to 
believe that myth. But myth it is. 


For a realistic example of the 


relationship between journalists 
and political figures, consider 
the first program in the new 
public television series of "Bill 
Moyers' Journal." It was an in- 
terview with Secretary of State 
Kissinger. 


Moyers got into the question 


of American food aid. He said: 
"A lot of the food that we're 
giving right now is going for 
political — into political areas, 
strategic areas, rather than 
humanitarian ..." 


Kissinger said that in con- 


sidering proposed increases in 
food aid, "We have opted, after 
all the discussions, for the 
highest proposal," totalling 
nearly $1.5 billion. Then there 
was this exchange: 


Kissinger: "I also don't agree 


with you that we're giving most 
of our food aid for strategic pur- 
poses." 


Moyers: "I didn't say most. I 


didn't mean to say most. I meant 
a substantial amount." 


Kissinger: "We're giving some 


in countries in which political 
relationships are of importance 
to us ... but the vast majority — 
the considerable majority of our 
food aid goes for humanitarian 
purposes . . ."

The ordinary viewer would 


naturally assume that Kissinger 
and the administration have 
chosen to give the "vast" or at 
least "considerable" majority of 
U.S. aid to feed the starving 
rather than to keep governments 
we support in office. What are 
the facts? 


The most important U.S. food 


program is one of concessional 
sales — sales on much less than 
commercial terms — under Title 
I of Public Law 480. In the most

recent fiscal year, the one that 
ended last June 30, the budget 
for this program was $748 
million. 


Thirty-two countries in the 


world are officially classified by 
the United Natipns as "most 
seriously affected" by.food shor- 
tages and poverty. Of these, six 
were in tne 1974 Title I program: 
Guinea, the Sudan, Sri Lanka, 
Pakistan, Bangladesh and Cam- 
bodia. 


Of the $748 million, these six 


most desperately needy coun- 
tries were alloted $275 million. 
The overwhelming proportion of 
that, $194 million, went to Cam- 
bodia, which is both hungry and 
a military-political client of the 
United States. Even counting Ti- 
tle I aid to Cambodia as wholly 
"humanitarian," these countries 
got only 37% of the money. 


The other 63%, $473 million, 


went to 13 countries NOT on the 
needy list, such as Thailand, 
Israel, Jordan, Iran. By far the 
largest amount went to South 
Vietnam: $305 million.

Strange Modesty 


WASHINGTON - The Interior Depart- 


ment may be the only agency in Washington 
which doesn't like to crow about its successes. 


For well over a year, the department's Fish 


and Wildlife Service has been cracking down on 
the miscreants who seek pleasure or profit from 
killing, selling and trading endangered animals. 


Some cases have been publicized. Interior, 


for example, has not hesitated to issue press 
releases about alligator poachers, Indians 
caught selling eagle feathers, or sheep ranchers 
convicted for shooting golden eagles from air- 
planes.

When the guilty party turns out to be a "Mr. 


Big," however, Interior remains mysteriously 
mute. 


Last September, for example, the Justice 


Department successfully prosecuted George F. 
Gamble, the 36-year-old heir to the Procter and 
Gamble soap fortune. 


He had been arrested by Fish and Wildlife 


agents for transporting across state lines the 


head of a Rocky Mountain Bighorn Sheep, 
which was killed in Yellowstone National Park. 


The soap tycoon, who is also a California 


rancher with a degree in animal husbandry, was 
convicted, too, of illegally transporting parts of 
a trophy elk, which was shot on the Crow Indian 
Reservation in Montana. 


District Judge Robert Peckham threw the 


book at Gamble. He was fined $10,500, was in- 
structed not to hunt big game anywhere in the 
world for the next three years, and was ordered 
to volunteer one day a week to a conservation 
cause. The case is now under appeal. 


The Gamble affair, in other words, was 


perhaps the Fish and Wildlife Service's most 
spectacular success. Yet despite the endless 
flow of press trivia from the Interior 
Department's public information office, not a 
single word was put out about the Gamble con- 
viction.

Thus, under the Kissinger 


third option, India would get 
more Title I aid (up from $53 
million to $131 million), as 
would Bangladesh ($56 to $149 
million) and Pakistan ($18 
million to $53 million). But so 
would South Korea (up from $30 
million to $124 million), Chile 
($33 million to $65 million), In- 
donesia (zero to $43 million) and 
Egypt ($53 million to $88 
million), Of the Title I total, the 
neediest countries would now 
get slightly less than half. 


The figures are complicated, 


but their import is not. Henry 
Kissing^rjs determined to make 
up for congressional cuts in 
general aid to such countries as 
South Korea by sending them 
food that they could afford to 
buy commercially. His reason 
for doing so is political, but on 
the Moyers' program he got 
away with the pose of a 
humanitarian. 


Bill Moyers is a man of integri-

Whether you have |5 or $5,000, you can make 


"new" living quarters out of your present home. 


The |5 could be for a new knickknack — or an 


old one from a junk store — to make your room 
peppier. The $5,000 could make the old basement 
look new, or it could add another room to your 
house. 


With the high cost of new homes and the tight 


money situation, more and more Lincoln 
homeowners are getting started on remodeling or 
redecorating projects they've been putting off. 


The recent decline in lumber prices and the 


availability of easily applied materials results in 


now being tabbed as an "ideal time for 
remodeling" by several Lincoln building suppliers, 
contractors and decorators. 


Lumber Down 


Lumber has taken a substantial drop over the 


last 60 days, with 2-by-4 foot studs, for example, 
dropping from about 171/3* per running foot to the 
present cost of 131/3* per running root at a Lincoln 
lumber yard. 


Plywood is another example of the cost of 


lumber being forced down by the building slump. A 
4-by-8 foot sheet one-quarter inch thick now costs 
about $6.50 while the price was $8.25 two months 
ago. 


Glen Goetsch, manager of Lincoln's Johnson- 


Cashway, told The Star that business for 
remodeling materials is up "drastically." 


He said many Lincolmtes are doing their own 


work to cut costs. Lack of financing for new homes 
has forced many families to add rooms, finish 
recreation rooms and bedrooms in the basement, 
and to add baths and bedrooms, he said. 


Noting that the price of lumber has gone down 


due to the slump in new housing construction, 
Goetsch said that people are finding that if they can 
get the financing to remodel, they can remodel at a 
lesser cost than they could several months ago. 


More Room Needed 


A spokesman for Sutherland Lumber said that 


most of the homeowners who purchase materials 


from his firm are adding bedrooms, remodeling 
bathrooms and refinishing basements for added 
room. 


Paneling, floor covering and ceiling tile are the 


big items, he said. 


Robert Evans of Evans Const. Co. said that 


this has been a year for "lots of remodeling." 


Additional stalls on garages, family rooms, 


basement finishing as well as many new kitchens 
are the most popular items, Evans said. 


Paint and wallpaper firms also indicate an 


"exceptionally good year." 


Al Rosenbahm of Sherwin-Williams said that 


more and more people are doing their own 
papering and painting. 


Loan Funds Available 
For Improving Homes 


Money is available for home im- 


provements, according to Lincoln bank 
and building and loan officials. 


George Barlow of First National Bank 


& Trust Co. said that many bankers feel 
that the anticipated increase in home im- 
provement loans will "take up some of 
the slack in other loan business." 


"Home improvement loans is the one 


area of financing that will increase in 
1975," he predicted. 


Noting the slump in the home and 


motor vehicle market, he said that the 
home improvement loan area was the 
most active loan business last fall and is 
expected to see a sizeable increase this 
spring when people undertake more 
home improvements. 


"Because of the high cost of homes and 


the price of money, people are fixing up 
their present homes," Barlow said. 


A spokesman for First Federal Savings 


& Loan said that home improvement 
loans are available and have been 
available during the tight money situa- 
tion. 


He said most of the home improvement 


loans are made without a security instru- 
ment unless the loan is for $7,500 or 
more, in which case the law requires 
security by a hen on the property. 


Gene Uher, vice president in charge of 


installment loans at State Federal Savings 
and Loan, said that his firm's home im- 
provement loan business had increased 
307o during 1974. 


He said the last year "saw an upswing 


in insulation, finishing recreation rooms 
and adding an extra room." 


"Ordinarily these people would be 


buying up into a better house, while now 
they're adding to what they have," Uher 
said, noting that higher interest rates 
cause people to realize that the monthly 
payment will be increased on the same 
amount of money and they can't afford 
that. 


Uher also said that many people are 


making the improvements themselves 
and, for example, "spending their vaca- 
tion time improving the house instead of 
taking a trip."

Where Hubbies Delay

business when a husband keeps 
putting off the project. 


One Lincoln paint and wallpaper 


dealer reported that a customer 
purchased flocked wallpaper for 
the walls above the tile in the 
bathroom.

was "amazed" when she an- 
nounced that she had completed 
the project while he was at work 


one day. 


However, she admitted to the 


dealer that the project with 
prepasted wallpaper took her only 
2 
]/2 hours. 
The husband, who reportedly 


doubted his wife's capabilities, 
then gave her the go-ahead to do 
the kitchen. 


National reports show that 


women '«se the tips they receive 
from dealers and manufacturers to 
do more of the carpentry, painting 
and wallpapering and can shuvr 
their non-carpenter husbands how 
easy the job is.

Les Kness, a remodeling contractor, said that 


the high interest rates and expensive homes are 
causing people to remodel their present homes. 


Most Frequent 


Many are finishing off basements for an extra 


bedroom or family room, he said, noting that 
remodeling kitchens, and enlarging existing rooms 
are among most frequent remodeling projects. 


Many do their own work, Kness said, but to 


have a basement finished from scratch costs, on the 
average, about $3,000, varying according to what 
people want. 
Joe Winterhalter of Winterhalter's Color Spot 


said that 85% of his customers do the work 
themselves - 
painting, wallpapering and 


redecorating. 
"People who have never hung wallpaper can 
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tome-fa mi 


do it," he said, noting that most ot the paper today 
is pretrimmed and prepasted. 


"Wallpaper is the poor person's way of getting 


a little beauty," he said, pointing out how a very 
small expenditure for wallpaper can completely 
change a room 


By reading the instructions and listening to the 


pointers given to customers by paper dealers, the 
walls of the average room can be papered in four 
hours, he said. 


With a few common household tools, such as a 


step ladder, scissors, yardstick, string, bucket, etc.. 
and a few purchaseable or returnable items, such 
as a smoothing brush, paste brush, seam roller, a 
professional job can be accomplished by an 
amateur, dealers contend 


Instructions Supplied 


They point out that they supply booklets which 


provide instructions for how to start hanging the 
first strip by use of a plumb line, measuring the 
strips, matching patterns, etc , as well as books on 
painting and refinishing woodwork or furniture 


Wallpaper prices are up about 15% from 


previous years, and paper will run about two to 
three times the amount of paint for the same area, 
dealers say. 


However, they point out that the price of 


wallpaper hasn't slowed down the demand, which 
is expected to equal the paint sales by 1980, accor- 
ding to national figures 


Many suppliers say they still sell considerably 


more paint but that many people are calling for 
fancy wallpapers which are available in a wide 
variety of patterns and textures, and clever usage 
can result in dramatic change. 


Several firms indicated they stock a wide range 


and substantial supply of wallpapers, but on special 
it may take from three to six weeks and longer.

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Rope Law Proposal Draws Criticism In Unicam Debate 
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"My God, he's up there lob- 


bying for rape!" 


That was the reaction of one 


woman who sat in a crowded 
legislative hearing room last 
week and listened to Neligh 
Sen.' John DeCarap criticize 
LB23, a measure that would re- 
vamp Nebraska law on sex 
crimes. 


OeCamp spent a good part of 


the three-hour session pointing 
out what he felt were weak- 
nesses in the bill, and the 
largely females audience gave 
him a chorus of "boos" after 
some of his remarks. 


But DeCamp, along with Lin- 


coln Sen. Wally Barnett and 
Karen Flowers of the Lincoln 
Coalition Against Rape, all seem 
certain that eventually a good 
bill will be worked out. 


The three are working oa 


amendments to the measure, 
that in part is aimed at making it 
less humiliating for a woman to 
bring a charge of rape against 
someone. 


"Everyone wants a tough law 


against rape, but passing one 
that is unfair to men or women 
isn't going to accomplish 
anything," DeCamp said. 


Barnett and Flowers agreed. 


While Flowers and DeCamp had 
some sharp exchanges re- 
garding what the proposed 
Barnett bill would or would not 
allow, they each agreed after the. 
hearing that the differnces 
probably could be worked out. 


The problem, as DeCamp sees 


it, is in a section of the law that 
says corroborating evidence is 
not necessary to prosecute a 
rape case. 


Fair Manager's News Mostly Good

Despite a lot of fretting and nail biting 


during the 10-day 1974 State Fair, Manager 
Henry Brandt has very little bad news in 
this year's annual report. 


The report is unofficial, Brandt noted, 


until approved by the State Fair Board 
during its annual convention Monday and 
Tuesday at the Radisson Cornhusker Hotel. 


New records in State Fair attendance 


plus overall financial success of the fair's 
main grandstand attractions add up to "a 
very satisfying and rewarding" year, 
Brandt said. 


Attendance Up 34,000 


Leading off the good news is a 1974 atten- 


dance mark of 577,000, up from 543,000 the 
previous year, the trial balloon for a 10-day 
fair. 


Although rain dampened more than 


spirits the first weekend, the second 
weekend's attendance picked up and 
"we're convinced the 10-day fair will be the 
format for future years, Brandt said. 


Successes at the grandstand ticket office 


were posted by country singer Loretta 
Lynn, the leading moneymaker, and 
recording-TV star Mac Davis, who pulled 


in record receipts the second Saturday. 


On the other side of the ledger, Brandt 


was forced to admit the Doc Severinsen 
show Labor Day weekend was a financial 
"flop." However, "everyone who attended 
the show stated that it was great," Brandt 
added. 


Carnival Take Up 12% 


Carnival receipts, a good "barometer of 


success" showed a 12% increase to the fair 
over 1973, he said. 


Another boost in fairground receipts 


showed up in off-season use of fairground 
facilities, which netted $83,808, $23,409 
more than in 1973. Fair concessions 
brought in $102,825, compared with the 
previous year's $93,582. 


Brandt also outlined some of the im- 


provements on tap for the fairgrounds this 
year, including remodeling the Industrial 
Arts Building—fixing up the dormitory 
areas and renovating the restrooms and 
basement. 


In addition, he said, "We have asked the 


Legislature for another $70,000 to redo all 
the electrical wiring in this building." 


Asphalt Liked For Displays 


A hard-surfaced display area, he com- 


mented, "was accepted so well that almost 


everyone wants to show on asphalt." 


By 1976, a portion of that desire can be 


realized with plans for 3.2 acres of hard sur- 
facing and 10.5 acres of new sod for 
machinery displays and demonstrations. 


Completion of the University Field 


House for the 1976 fair will also mean new 
indoor display areas in the track portion of 
that building. 


A new open-air restaurant is projected at 


the old bus depot site, with a hoped-for 
1975 completion. 


Heritage Village Planned 


Brandt also revealed that plans are un- 


derway for the 1976 bicentennial year with 
a Heritage Village containing a rural 
schoolhouse, log cabin, blacksmith shop 
and general store. A portion of the display 
is expected to be in place for the 1975 fair. 


Brandt said he has proposed another 


building across the street from Heritage 
Village, which would house the Historical 
Society and have enough space left over for 
educational exhibits from colleges, 
technical schools and universities. 


"We have a bright future ahead of us," 


Brandt said. "We are in a 'people' 
business, and there is no limit to the 
progress that can be made."

Bamett said, when he first in- 


troduced the bill, that most 
women misinterpreted it to 
mean a witness. FBI statistics 
show rape is the least-reported 
violent crime in America, and 
critics feel the corroboration 
requirement is partly respon- 
sible. 


DeCamp said his fear is that a 


man couiri be brought to trial 
and convicted on the strength of 
an accusation. 


"No one wants to convict an 


innocent man of rape," Flowers 
said. "We're disagreeing about 
language. Of course there has to 
be evidence or verification of a 
crime ... a prosecutor isn't 
going to try a case without it..." 


DeCamp also was concerned 


about a provision that would 
prevent a defense attorney from 
bringing up the past sexual ac- 
tivity of a rape victim as 
evidence. 


"The problem is that a 


defense attorney will do 
everything to impugn the vic- 
tim," DeCamp said. "He tries to 
convince the jury she's a tramp, 
frankly." 


That also discourages women 


from reporting rape, witnesses 
at the hearing said. 


DeCamp, Flowers and Barnett 


seemed to agree that when 
evidence of past sexual activity 
is relevant a judge might be in- 
formed of it in a closed hearing. 


Indications from all three 


were that when the bill is 
amended, a provision for such 
hearings will definitely be in- 
cluded. 


"If the judge thinks the jury 


should hear it, that might be one 
thing," Bamett said. "But he 
could draw the line if a lawyer 
just wanted to make insinuations 
without fact. 


"I'm sure we're going to come 


up with a good bill," Barnett 
said. 


"The women aren't asking for 


a law that would let a man be 
convicted without evidence. And 
besides, the men who make the 
law aren't going to let a bill like 
that get through, anyway."

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Snow Removal 'Dangerous Bus/ness' No Matter How It's Done

You don't necessarily have to 


tune a heart attack to get lulled 
moving snow, according to 
University of Nebraska safety 
specialist Rolun Schnieder 


"We average about one death 


per storm from tractor turnover 
accidents Usually it is a stump 
or something the;- didn't know 
was there, like a snow fence, 


that causes the tractor to flip," 
he said 


Schnieder said a new form of 


accident is the missing hand 
features of some types of 
snowblowers "There is a $20 
shield that you can buy for some 
models but people don't buy it, 
and we had five cases in Grand 
Island in a single storm The doc- 
tor bill is usually more than the 
shield costs even if you do 


manage to get your hand 
repaired," he said 


Companies Concerned 


Implement 
companies have 


been growing increasingly con- 
cerned about farm tractors being 
used for snow removal because 
they weren't designed for that 
purpose 


The Massey-Ferguson Co has 


issued a lengthy news release 
covering every aspect of snow 


SNOW BLADE ... is safer than blower for graveled roads. 


handling from the shovel to the 
snowblower, indicating all have 
their problems 


The article bluntly warns that 


"each winter the obituary 
columns are filled with the 
tragic examples of the lethal 
effects of overstresses while 
shoveling snow." 


Small garden tractors and big 


farm tractors can be fitted with 
snowblowing attachments, but 
while such equipment is handy it 
also can pick up sticks, stones 
and other debns hurling them 
through windows and creating 
hazards for anyone in the area. 


Tractor Has Problems 


The farm tractor, equipped 


with a manure loader and snow 
bucket, will serve but also has its 
problems. "A tractor doesn't 
have much traction on snow and 
ice anyway If you have a bucket 
of snow up front, you have less" 
weight on the rear and find 
yourself stuck. A weight box and 
wheel weights are a good idea 
and chains are a must for safe 
operation," Schnieder said. 


The tendency to try to over- 


come the slipping at slow speeds 
by hitting a snow bank at high 
speeds is very 
dangerous 


because of hidden obstructions 
in snow or hidden dropoffs 


"A lot of people seem to want 


to move snow with a tractor just 
because it is there Unnecessary 
movement of snow wastes fuel 
and it is dangerous You have to 
get some out of lots for cattle 
and driveways, but don't move 
more than you have to because it 
is a dangerous business," 
Schnieder said. 


Helpful hints from the news 


release for snow movers include 
spraying 
your 
shovel, 


snowblower or snow blade with 
silicone or Teflon lubricant. That 
will keep the snow from sticking 
to the equipment, making 
shoveling easier and reducing 
the temptation to reach into a 
running machine to unplug it. 


Even piling snow on the lawn 


can be hard on grasses, leading 
to a number of fungus-type dis- 
eases "On the first warm spring 
day rake the lawn so warm air 
can get down through the 
matted grass, allowing the 
fungus to be destroyed and 
mimimizing the grass damage," 
suggests the tractor company. 


Whenever you are operating 


equipment on graveled roads 
and driveways try to set the 
blower an inch or two above the 
roadway to reduce the amount 
of gravel the blower might pick 
up. 


Disconnect Plug 


The company suggests that if 


the machine is clogged, it is best 
to disconnect the sparkplug wire 
on the walking blower or garden 
tractor to be doubly sure it won't 
accidentally start while you are 
inside cleaning it out 


Schnieder said, ''The snow 


will melt anyway when the sun 
comes out Try to enjoy it if you 
can and if you can't, then move 
what you must and try to ignore 
the rest of it It won't last much 
longer anyway," he said.

up on your table as food 


One reader suggested that 


farmers might do better to give 
calves to city folks to raise than 
to shoot the calves and bury 
them 


If the citv folks had to keep 


records on what it cost to feed 
and raise a calf in order to get a 
free calf. I would agree 


It could be real educational for 


the city feller, and the calf 
producer wouldn't have to dig a 
hole Both would benefit from 
the experience 


I suspect you would run into 


trouble with city pet and 
livestock regulations in most 
communities Be sure you check 
with local animal and health 
regulations before you try it

C'oon Rapids. Minn. a town of 
3 000 residents The city feller in- 
sists he can raise the calf 
profitably and has promised to 
keep records It will take a year 
to prove who is right It should 
be interesting 
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Science has bred better corn

Police said Stewart turned 


himself in at police headquarters 
Saturday night. 


Officers said Stewart ap- 


parently met with Evans and 
Ehlers to purchase about two 
pounds of marijuana. After the 
shooting, officers said, Stewart 
allegedly set fire to the van. 


Evans was able to crawl out of 


the burning van and was found 
on a snowbank by firemen. 


Lt. Paul Duff, head of the 


night homicide unit, said the sur- 
viving youth gave an account of 
the incident and named the 16- 
year-old suspect. 


Ehler's father said when his 


son left home Saturday night he 


told him to be in early because a 
photographer was coming Sun- 
day to take a family portrait. 


He said he was watching v 


television account of the in- 
cident and that the burned out 
van looked like his son's. 


He became concerned that his 


son was not home, but since no 
one had called him, he decided 
he was wrong.

Appeals Court Forecast By Hruska 


SAN DIEGO. Calif. (AP>- 


The establishment of a new fed- 
eral court to relieve some of the 
burden on the Supreme Court 
and resolve conflicts among 
existing appeals courts was 
forecast Sunday by Sen. Roman 
Hruska of Nebraska. 


Hfuska, chairman of the na- 


tional commission which has 
recommended creation of a new 
National Court of Appeals, ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Na- 
tional Conference on Appellate 
Justice. 


"It is expected that legislation 


designed to implement the com- 
mission's proposal will be in- 
troduced during the current ses- 


sion of Congress," he said. "The 
Congress can act. Hopefully it 
will " 


The commission, composed of 


judges, lawyers and members of 
Congress, was created by 
Congress in 1972 to review and 
make recommendations for 
changes in the federal appeals 
court system. 


The Hruska commission has 


proposed that the new court 
have seven members and be in- 
terposed between the Supreme 
Court and the regional appeals 
courts to hear cases either re- 
ferred from one of the 11 appel- 
late courts or from the Supreme 
Court. 


The result, he said Sunday, 


would be a more efficient and 
fair system of justice 


"The Supreme Court has giv- 


en ample evidence of its ability 
to move swiftly and to act deci- 
sively in cases of great national 
moment," he told the gather- 
ing. 


"But not every case can com- 


mand that kind of attention from 
our one Supreme Court. There 


clearly appears a need for an 
alternative forum which would 
resolve such questions of 
national law more rapidly and 
more efficiently, subject always 
to the ultimate power of the Su- 
preme- Court to review "

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Littler Halts Miller's Win Streak At Two 


P E B B L E BEACH, Calif. 


(UPI) - Gene Littler has been 
trying to win a Crosby title for 20 
years as a pro and a couple more 
as an amateur. 


Sunday, he finally did, 


shooting a closing 73 to beat 
Hubert Green by four shots and 
end Johnny Miller's winning 
streak at two 


"It was a big victory for me," 


said the 44-year-old pro from La 
Jolla, Calif, who came back 
from cancer surgery three years 
ago to regain his winning ways 
"I've been trying to win a Crosby 
all my life, it seems, so in that 
regard I'm very pleased " 


Littler won the 1973 St. Louis 


Classic 16 months ago after sur- 
gery but he said taking the 
Crosby was a lot more important 
because he accomplished it on 
three tough seaside courses 


"I guess some folks could say 


winning in St. Louis was a 
fluke," he said, "because that 
was on 
an 
easy 
course. 


Anytime you can win on three 
courses as tough as these 
(Pebble Beach, Spyglass Hill and 
Cypress Point) it's quite an ac- 
complishment 


Littler played steadily if not 


powerfully in the closing round 
and finished with a 72 hole score 
of eight under par 280 for the 
$37,000 first prize. 


Miller, who had opened the 


1975 PGA Tour with easy 
victories at Phoenix and Tucson, 
and Jack Nicklaus, the man who 
has won more major golfing 
titles than anyone in history with 
14 and was making his 1975 
debut, never were a factor this 
week, finishing together at one 
over 289 


The victory gave Littler, who 


had earlier rounds of 68 at 
Spyglass Hill, 71 at Pebble Beach 
and 68 at Cyprus Point, 1975 ear- 
nings of $45,145 and career ear- 
nings of $1,065,803, which kept 
him in seventh place on the all- 
time list but only $24,000 behind 
sixth place Gary Player 


Green shot a closing 69 for 284 


and won $21 090 while Tom Kite 
finished with a 70 for 285 and 
won $13,135 Miller, who never 
got started this week except for a 
70 in the third round, wound up 
at one-over 289 along with 
Nicklaus John had a finishing 74 
and Jack a 72 


Littler started the final round

Watson and threatened to make 
it a runaway when he eagled the 
par-5, 507-yard second, but 
bogies on the third and fourth 
wiped out the advantage A bir- 
die at the par-5, 515-yard sixth 
and a bogey at the par-3 seventh 
enabled him to make the turn in 


even par 36 and he came home 
with a 37 for his 73 


It was on the 18th at Pebble 


Beach, one of the toughest 
finishing holes in golf, that 
Littler lost the 1959 Crosby to 
Art Wall when he put his second 
shot into the water and wound 
up with a 75 This time, though, 
with victory easily in sight, 
Littler played conservatively, got 
on in three and putted out for a 
par to close out the tourna- 
ment 


Forrest Fezler had a 72 to 


finish all alone at even-par 288 
while Miller and Nicklaus tied 
with Dave Hill, Rik Massengale 
and Leonard Thompson for fifth 


place 


Rod Curl and Ray Floyd were 


next at 290 while Bob Stanton.

1974 Horse Races Please Brandt

Record-breaking would be the best 


description of the 1974 horse racing 
season at the State Fairgrounds track 


The 26-day meet which ran from 


July 16 through August 17 produced a 
multitude of records. But the biggest 
"gain" from last season's meet might 
be the potential for astronomical in- 
creases when the Fairground com- 
pletes its remodeling program. 


"This is my tenth report since 


becoming manager of the State Fair 
and every year I have expounded and 
pleaded that the real need for im- 
provements is in the race plant and I 
have pointed out the advantages it 
would mean not only to racing in Lin- 
coln but in the state of Nebraska," 
State Fairgrounds' general manager 
Henry Brandt told the Nebraska State 
Board of Agriculture in his annual 
report 


Brandt reported progress in 


building new barns and demolishing 
the antiquated barns 


He said the first $1.2 million in 


bonds were sold in November at a rate 
of 5.78%. The contracts have been let 
to destroy seven barns on the north 
side of the track and build a new steel 
barn accommodating 230 horses and 
24 tack stalls. 


That project is slated to be com- 


pleted before the 1975 racing season 
begins July 15 


Brandt told the Board that bids may 


be able to be accepted in June or July 
for a new grandstand which will 
replace the old facility before the 1976 
season starts 


He added that the Fairgrounds 


would request additional racing dates 
for the 1976 season, possibly as many 
as 35 days. 


This year's season will include 26 


racing days, the same number as in 
1974 The 1973 season had 27 days in- 
cluding two rather than one day of 
Monday racing 


Before that would be official, 


however, the extra days would have to 
be requested in a formal application to 


the State Racing Commission at its 
two-day fall meetings this October or 
November in Omaha 


Then the Commission, chaired by 


attorney Harry Farnham of Omaha, 
would have to grant the dates. In a 
meeting several \ears ago, Farnham 
said that the month of August should 
be reserved for Lincoln racing 


Adding those additional dates would 


necessitate juggling the racing calen 
dar as Columbus racing currently has 
the last two weeks in August 


Statistically, 1974 was the best \ear 


for Lincoln racing The race meet 
receipts topped the $1 million mark at 
$1 074 700 on a record mutuel handle 
of $8 246 369 


The average daily handle of $317,168 


was a record as was the 13.5°^ mutual 
handle increase from the 1973 meet 


Other mutuel handle records es- 


tablished during th,, 1974 season in- 
cluded one-dav handle of $495 201 dai- 
ly double handle of $51,310 and one- 
race exacta of $51,288 


The Fairgrounds' race meet con- 


tributed $362,318 in pan-mutuel taxes 
and $18 719 in sales tax from race 
meet admissions 


The Fairgrounds paid a record 


amount of purses ($463,800). Lincoln 
started with a $1,500 minimum purse 
and ended with a $2,500 minimum 
purse. The Fairgrounds works on a 
current >ear contract with the 
horsemen so the purse distribution 
reflected the increased mutuel handle. 


Brandt is planning a $1,700 


minimum purse for this summers 
meeting That would also be the top 
starting minimum ever offered by the 
State Fairgrounds 


The total attendance of 141 537 for a 


dailv average of 5444 was on a par 
with 1973 That follows the national 
trend of a significant mutuel handle 
increase with a nominal attendance in- 
crease or decline 


Among the more unusual statistics 


contained in the si\ page report is that 
$14 739 remained unclaimed 
from 


winning 1974 mutuel tickets

ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) - The 


world's major oil exporting countries 
formally agreed Sunday to meet with oil 
importing nations 19 a" effort to resolve 
their problems. 


A communique issued in Algiers at 


the end of a three-day ministerial con- 
ference of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) declared support for an inter- 
national conference "which will deal 
with the problems of raw materials and 
development" 


Preparations will begin immediately 


for the first-ever summit meeting of 
OPEC heads of state to define the oil- 
producing countries' position in dis- 
cussions with the oil importers, the 
communique said. The summit was 
scheduled to take place in Algiers 
between Feb. 21 and March 8. 


Reports from Paris said a preliminary 


exporter-importer meeting could be 
held in late March to establish an 
agreed agenda for a full-scale con- 
ference. 


The communique described the world 


economic crisis as "a growing threat in 
world peace and stability," but it con- 


demned "propaganda campaigns 
placing on OPEC member countries the 
responsibility for the crisis, as well as 
threats directed at these countries, 
which campaigns and threats create 
confusion and lead to confrontation." 


This was evidently a reference to 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
recent statement — backed by Presi- 
dent Ford — that the United States 
would intervene militarily if threatened 
with economic strangulation by Middle 
East oil producers. 


The OPEC communique was issued 


after a final four-hour meeting of 
finance, oil and foreign ministers from 
the 13 member countries — Saudi 
Arabia, Iran, Qatar, Kuwait, Libya, 
Iraq, the United Arab Emirates, 
Algeria, Indonesia, Nigeria, Gabon, 
Benezuela and Ecuador. 


The ministers said they had set up a 


committee to prepare the agenda and 
working documents for the OPEC sum- 
mit "including proposals for further 
cooperation with other developing 
countries, in particular those which are 
most seriously affected by the present 
crisis." 


The communique declared: 
' 'Convinced of the interdependence of 


nations and the need to promote 
solidarity among all the peoples of the 
world through genuine international 
cooperation, the OPEC member coun- 
tries welcome the dialogue between the 
industrialized countries and the 
developing countries and are, in this 
spirit, prepared to participate in an in- 
ternational conference such as that 
proposed by the government of France 
which will deal with the problems of 
raw materials and development." 


The French originally proposed a con- 


ference between oil producers and con- 
sumers as an alternative to Kissinger's 
plan for a meeting between the major 
consuming nations. However, France 
has now accepted the idea of a con- 
sumers' meeting as a prelude to face-to- 
face talks with the oil states. 


OPEC officials described the com- 


munique as a backstage compromise 
between a moderate majority and an 
Algerian-led leftist minority which 
wants OPEC to pose as the standard 
bearer of the entire Third World. 


S. Viet Losses 
High Since Pact 


SAIGON, South Vietnam 'AP) 


— South Vietnamese forces have 
s u f f e r e d nearly 160,000 
casualties since the signing of 
the Pans cease-fire agreement 
two years ago, the Saigon com- 
mand said Sunday. 


In Cambodia, the second con- 


voy in three days reached the 
virtually besieged capital of 
Phnom Penh after running the 
60-mile Mekong River shipping 
channel from South Vietnam. 


One fuel tanker and three am- 


munition barges made it safely 
to Phnom Penh, port sources 
said They said another tanker 
caught fire and had to put in at 
Neak Luong navy base, 32 miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh. 


Another convoy was expected 


to attempt the run in a few days. 


The Saigon command issued a 


communique listing 28,705 South 
Vietnamese soldiers killed, 115,- 
141 wounded and 16,011 missing 
in the two years since the Pans 
peace accord was signed. 


The communique said the 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
had sustained equally heavy 
losses and claimed the Com- 
munist side lost 111,729 men 
killed during the same period. 
Western analysts said there is no 


way to substantiate such a claim, 
which they say was probably in- 
flated. The Communist com- 
mand has never disclosed its 
losses. 


The Saigon command listed 


more than 100 rocket and mortar 
attacks against government 
positions across South Vietnam 
during the 24-hour period ending 
at dawn Sunday but no major 
clashes were reported. 


Viet Cong gunners kept up 


their rocket attacks on the 
provincial capital of Tay Ninh 
City, 55 miles northwest of 
Saigon, that have forced about 30 
per cent of the 35,000 population 
to flee in the past three weeks 
and many shops to close. 


The command said more than 


a score of rockets hit the city in 
two barrages Sunday morning, 
killing eight civilians and woun- 
ding nine others. 


The command also reported 


that rockets were fired at the 
Bien Hoa air base, 15 miles 
northeast of Saigon, another 
frequent target of the Viet Cong. 
Two children were reported 
wounded.

President Valery Giscard d'Estaing of

The United States is firmly opposed 


to any attempt to complicate 
negotiations on energy supplies with a 
simultaneous debate on other raw 
material supplies and the general 
problems of development. An Algerian- 
sponsored special session of the United 
Nations General Assembly discussed 
these problems last spring without any 
concrete result. 


Following his Martinique meeting 


with President Ford, Giscard d'Estaing 
modified his original proposal to call for 
the exclusive discussion of energy 
problems between oil exporting and im- 
porting countries — though not ruling 
out the invitation of non-oil-producing 
developing countries as observers or 
other inactive participants. 


The Algiers communique appeared to 


ignore the change in the French posi- 
tion. 


GOP Club 
Kept Cash 
Collected 


BOSTON (AP) — The Greater 


Boston Young Republicans Club 
raised nearly $25,000 in connec- 
tion with last fall's election cam- 
paigns, but not one penny of it 
went to any of the candidates, 
records show. 


Records on file at the state's 


campaign and political finance 
office show the money went to 
those who raised the money and 
to pay bills connected with the 
fund-raising effort. 


The lists of contributors filed 


by the club with the political 
finance office are peppered with 
the names of prominent 
Massachusetts Republicans. 
Among them is Lloyd B. Waring 
of Rockport, perhaps the best- 
known GOP financial supporter 
in New England. 


Most of the contributions 


listed were in the $25 to $50 
range although $100, the amount 
donated by Wanng, also was a 
popular figure. 


Several $200 donations were 


listed and there was one each at 
$500 and $1,000. 


According to sources, the 


Young Republicans Club was 
provided access to campaign 
contributor lists developed by 
other Republican organizations 
with the understanding that 
money raised would be turned 
over to GOP candidates. 


The club has been called on 


the carpet by the republican 
State Committee as a result of 
the fund-raising program. The 
young Republicans operate un- 
der a charter granted by the 
state committee, and sources 
said there is a possibility that the 
charter may be lifted. 


Club treasurer David J. Vieira, 


whose name appears on the 
fund-raising reporting sheets, 
declined comment until he files 
a report with the state com- 
mittee. He said that would come 
within the next two weeks. 


GOP State Committee Chair- 


man William Barnstead said the 
club had done "an excellent job" 
raising money for Republican 
candidates in years past, and he 
thought the club would survive 
the challenge to its charter. 


"The main complaint is the 


fact that they raised money and 
gave no money to candidates," 
Barnstead said. He said the club 
had raised as much as $60,000 in 
past years and distributed much 
of it to candidates. 


Barnstead and the club said 


that a contract with the young 
Republicans' chief fund raiser, 
John W. Sturm, has been ter- 
minated as a result of last fall's 
efforts. 


Sturm, who was unavailable 


for comment, received rental 
fees as well as salary from the 
contributions, according to the 
political finance reports on file.
